all typss of accidents. Sixty-seven 
per cent of the accidents were col- 
iisions between two or more motor 
vehicles. 


Collisions with pedestrians repre- 


sented seven per cent of the total 
accidents reported. They resulted in 
25 fatalities and 211 non-fatal in- 
juries. Twenty-one 
persons were 


jilled and 321 injured when vehicles 
struck culverts and other fixed ob- 
fects. Non-collision accidents were 
responsible for 13 fatalities and 212 
injured. 


Bad Driving 


Driving on the wrong side of the 


road was given as the cause of the 
greatest number of accidents in 
which violations of the vehicle code 
were committed. 
"Excessive speed 


and failure to grant nght-ofrway 
contributed to the next largest num- 
ber of accidents. 


Most accidents reported by out- 


of-state drivers- occurred on state 
highways, they being 53 per cent 
of the total. The same percentage 
of fatal accidents took place on the 
open road. Nineteen per cent of the 
accidents were reported at street 
ntersections. Curves accounted for 
an additional 17 per cent. In 78 per 
cent the drivers were traveling 
straight ahead. Skidding was given 
as the cause, of 11 per cent. 


Property damage amounting to 


S560.000 resulted to the vehicles in- 
volved in accidents in which foreign 
operators participated' This repre- 
sented 10 per cent of the total 
amount of damage sustained by all 
vehicles 
involved in accidents in 


Pennsylvania last year.
